WASHINGTON, Jan. 27 (AP). —| 


One to two-point hikes in the Feb- 
ruary ration point values on most 
cuts of beef, lamb and veal were 
announced by the Office of Price 
Administration today. 

More brown stamps will be re- 
quired also for all types of cheese, 
and the values on pork loin cuts 
will be one point higher next 
month. The ration cost of all 
ether pork cuts will remain un- 
changed. 

Butter continues at 16 points a 
pound, but there will be slightly 
more available, OPA said, Lard 
values are advanced one point to 
three points a pound. 

The new schedule, effective Sun- 
day, Jan. 30, calls for two-point 
increases on beefsteak cuts, with 
revised values ranging from eight 
to 12 points a pound. Most other 
beef cuts, including roasts and 
stews, get a one-point boost. 


For veal, lamb and mutton cuts, 
one or two-point increases are 
fairly general. 

Cheese Points Up. 

Cheddar cheese goes from 10 to 
12 points a pound in the new ta- 
ble, and cream cheese ig raised 
from eight to 10 points. Swiss,

cheeses are up four points to a 


total of 12. 

With the exception of oysters, 
which continue at present levels, 
all canned fish is given a four- 
point reduction, being listed at 12 
points a pound as compared with 
the previous 16. 

Among canned meats, dried beef 
is raised two points to 16 a pound, 
while two-point cuts are ordered 
for canned pork sausage, beef 
tongue and Vienna sausage. 

Sliced dried beef in bulk gets a 
14point value, up two points a 


pound. 

Explaining the boosts in meat 
point values, OPA said the total 
retail supply for February is esti- 
mated at  1,400,000,000 pounds, 
while the January total was ap- 
proximately 1,600,000,000 pounds, 

Pork About Half of Total. 

Of the amount available for next 
month, pork constitutes about half 
the total, at around 750,000,000 
pounds, the agency said. 

“I want to stress the point,” 
said Price Administrator Chester 
Bowles, “that we are making sure 
that there are enough ration points 
to buy up all the meat available 
to civilians in Feburary. 

“We would rather take the 
chance of having too many ration 
points in the handg of housewives, 
which may cause possible local

baul Monday while more than 80 
escorting fighters shot down 24 
and possibly 28 out of 60 Jap- 
anese intercepting planes. 

Utilizing what the pilots call a 
“side-splitting bombing from a 
low-level glide,” the Avengers sent 
their 2000-pound bombs into the 
sides of the ships at the water- 
line. Every bomb released hit a 
ship, but the bombs of three Ma- 
rine planes stuck. 


Five Ships Seen to Sink. 


Four cargo ships and a tanker 
were observed to sink. Three 
other cargo ships were damaged 
severely and a South Pacific naval 
spokesman said two of these were 
“left sinking.” Another tanker 
also was damaged. 


(Vern Haugland, Associated 
Press correspondent, reported 
from Munda, New Georgia, in a 
dispatch dated Jan. 24, the day of 
the raid, that the Avengers were 
credited with destroying 42,034 
tons of enemy shipping.)

Three days 
later, low-level bombers sank or 
severely damaged eight merchant 
ships. 

The Monday bag of Japanese 
planes ran enemy losses at Rabaul 
this month beyond 350. 

(In Washington, Secretary of 
War Stimson said Allied flyers in 
the South and Southwest Pacific 
had destroyed 463 Japanese planes 
and probably destroyed 109 others 
since the first of the year and had 
“wrought havoc” eens Japanese 
installations and shipping.)

RESTRICTIONS FOR FIRST TIME 
ON RETAIL COKE DELIVERIES 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 27 (AP).- 
Emergency’ restrictions were 
clamped today for the first time 
on retail deliveries of coke for do- 
mestic uses. Secretary of the 
Interior Ickes, as fuel adminis- 
trator, announced the regulations: 

Domestic consumers with more 
than a 30-day supply of solid fuels 
are prohibited from receiving coke. 
Those with less may receive enough 
to make a 30-day supply. A cus- 
tomer with less than a 30-day sup- 
ply, however, is entitled to as 
much as two tons of coke in a 
single load even though this may 
bring his inventory above the 30- 
day figure. 

The new controls, effective to- 
day, are essentially the same as 
restrictions already in effect on 
coal. 


SHIFT BACK TO BRASS SHELL 
CASES TO SAVE 100 MILLIONS 


NEW YORK, Jan. 27 (AP).— 
The New York Ordnance District 
was notified yesterday the Army 
would discontinue the use of steel 
in making artillery shell cases 
and use brass again with a sav- 
ing estimated at 100 million dol- 
lars this year.

Supporter Replies, in Sol- 
dier Vote Debate, That 
People Want Him to 
‘Carry On.’ 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 27 (AP). 
—A Republican challenge to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt to remove himself 
as a possible fourth-term candi- 
date brought an assertion today 
from Senator Murdock (Dem.), 
Utah, that the American people 
want Roosevelt to “carry on” until 
“the unconditional’ surrender” of 
their enemies. 

Senator Holman (Rep.), Oregon, 
interrupted a speech by Murdock 
in support of a Federal ballot for 
members of the armed forces to 
declare: 

“The difference over this Dill 
centers around the fact that the 
Commander-in-Chief is himself a 
candidate, If he would eliminate 
himself from that advantageous 
and unfair position, I think debate 
on the bill could come to an end,” 

on ‘Usurpation,.’ 

Senator Millikin’ (Rep.), Colo- 
rado, told the Senate that, if Con- 
gress overrides the states’ consti- 
tutional rights to prescribe the 
method of electing presidential 
electors, it would be acting as “a 
revolutionary’ usurper.” 

Challenging the contention of 
supporters of the administration's 
service vote bill that Congress has 
wartime powers to set aside the 
states’ authority over elections, he 
asserted that, if that were true, 
“Congress could depose the Presi- 
dent by legislative action,” and 
could also abolish elections and do 
away with the Supreme Court. 

“The conclusion is inescapable,” 
Millikin said, “that when Congress 
overrides the constitutional rights 
ted to the states in'regard to 
elections, it is acting as a revo- 
lutionary usurper.” 

Millikin took the floor in the 
fourth day of debate on a measure 
indorsed by President Roosevelt 
which would establish a Federal 
war ballot on which members of 
the armed forces at home and 
abroad could vote for President, 
Vice-President, Senator and Con- 
gressman by writing in the name 
of the candidate or merely desig- 
nating his party choice. 

In answer to the President’s 
charge that a previously approved 
measure simply calling on the 
states to make absentee ballots 
available to personnel was “a 
fraud upon the American people,” 
Millikin said the pending adminis- 
tration measure contained “fraud- 
inviting” provisions. 

He contended that its adminis- 
tration in foreign combat areas 
would have to be directed by for- 
eigners in cases where American 
troops are fighting under foreign 
Allied commanders. 

Millikin’s attack on the measure 
followed an assertion by Senator 
Capper (Rep.), Kansas, that he 
was growing “suspicious” of what 
he described as administration at- 
tempts to use the war emergency 
“for the purpose of centralizing 
control of the American people in 
Washington.” 

“These soldiers are _ citizens,” 


‘Capper declared. “It is no favor 


to them to take from the citizen 
any of his rights and transfer 
those rights into power for. the 
central government, even though 
it be done in the name. of justice 
for the soldiers.” . 

He charged the pending bill at- 
tempted to bypass the constitu- 
tional guarantees of local control 
of elections. 


MEMBER DENIES CHARGING 
FASCISM IN CONGRESS 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 27 (AP).— 
Representative Weiss (Dem.), 
Pennsylvania, shouted a denial 
on the House floor today that 
he had said three members of Con- 
gress should be indicted or that he 
had charged there were “Fascist 
blocs” in Congress. 

The denial came after Rep. 
Rankin (Dem.), Mississippi, read 
a news dispatch which he said 
quoted Weiss as making such 
statements.

OPA Chief Tells Con- 


gressmen Greatest 
Pressure on Him Is to 


Move Up Costs. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 27 (AP).— 
Price Administrator Chester 
Bowles told a Senate labor sub- 
committee today further increases 
in living costs were inevitable un- 
less he “gets the vigorous support 
of Congress and the general pub- 
lic.” 

Asserting that “efforts to hold 
the line against any further rise 
in the prices of food have been 
hampered by the continuing un- 
certainty on the use of subsidy 
payments,” Bowles said: “For 
every single pound of pressure 
which we have received toward 
more effective price control in the 
interest of the great masses of our 
people, we have received 100 
pounds of pressure designed in 
one way or another to raise pres- 
ent prices to higher levels.” 

Bowles, testifying before the 
Pepper Committee inquiring into 
the economic status of white col- 
lar workers, termed the inquiry 
“unprecedented” because he said, 
he was accustomed “only to pres- 
sure from one direction.” 

“In the past when we have been 
called before any group in Con- 
gress or elsewhere, inevitably it 
has been to explain why we have 
failed to raise the price of this 
product or that,” he commented, 
adding that he shared the com- 
mittee’s concern) for “the growing 
economic threat to the millions of 
people in the white collar and 
fixed income group.” 

He said the efforts of the Office 
of Price Administration to obtain 
badly needed production of inex- 
pensive clothing had been ham- 
pered by the unwillingness of 
some corporations to manufacture 
such clothes “in spite of the fact 
that many of their. firms are now 
making between four or five times 
the average profit earned during 
the prewar period.” 

Chairman William Davis of the 
War Labor Board later told the 
committee that the policy of WLR 
allows any employer ,to increase 
salaries to a minimum of 40 cents 
an hour without approval and to 
a minimum of 50 cents an hour 
with the approval of regional 
WLB boards. 

He agreed with a statement by 
Senator Pepper (Dem.), Florida, 
that 40 or 60 cents an hour “is 
not adequate as a decent standard 
of wage,” but said WLB had to 
consider “competitive conditions 
and the danger of creating unem- 
ployment.” 

“With the approval of the board, 
employers can increase salaries 
above 50 cents,” Davis said. “We 
have approved ‘as high as 80 cents 
for some of the fixed salary

a caretaker basis and to return 
many of the civilian installations 
and facilities which previously had 
been taken over by the Army.” 
Personnel Shift Ordered. 

He announced that the War De- 
partment has ordered physically 
qualified men in all branches of 
the Army who have a total of 
more than 12 months’ service at 
fixed stations or “overhead activi- 
ties” in the United States to be 
reassigned to combat units “or 
mobile activities ultimately des- 
tined for overseas service.” 

Enlisted men under 30 will be 
reassigned first according to their 
length of service in the United 
States, and they will be followed 
by those over. 30, in order of age 
—youngest first. These reassign- 
ment orders will not apply to men 
who have served overseas at some 
time since Pearl Harbor, or to 
men with highly specialized skills 
which cannot be utilized overseas. 

“Replacements for reassigned 
enlisted men,” said Stimson, 
“when necessary, will be made 
first from civilians, next by Wom- 
en’s Army Corps personnel, then, 
in order, by men permanently dis- 
qualified for overseas service, men 
who have served overseas, recent- 
ly inducted men with physical 
handicaps, enlisted men with less 
than 12 months’ service in fixed 
installations in the United States.” 

As to tke officers over 38, Stim- 
son said “there are many” for 
whom suitable assignments can- 
not be found, and “Army com- 
manders ‘have been notified that 
the retention’ of such officers on 
active duty is no longer necessary 
or desirable in the public interest. 
Therefore, if they cannot be fraas- 
signed they must be recommended 
for relief from active duty. Final 
decision in each case will be made 
by the War Department.” 

The department has not made 
public the list of camps which it 
proposes to close.

Stimson said at his press con-

31,000 TONS OF BOMBS 


DROPPED ON EUROPE IN 
FIRST 25 DAYS OF 1944 


LONDON, Jan. 27 (AP). 

LLIED planes operating 

from bases in Britain and 

the Mediterranean have 
dropped 31,000 tons of bombs 
on Hitler’s European fortress in 
the first 25 days of Jan- 
uary, according to R. A. F. es- 
timates, thereby probably set- 
ting a record for a single 
month. 

Of the total, 22,000 tons were 
dropped by the Allied air forces 
based in Britain, the remainder 
by Mediterranean flyers—most- 
ly on Italy and the Balkans. 

It was emphasized that the 
over-all estimates necessarily 
are rough because of incom- 
plete official figures on indi- 
vidual bomb loads, 


An R. A. F. commentator 
said air operations supporting 
the Nettuno landings in Italy 
had prevented the Germans al- 
most entirely from bringing up 
supplies and reserves in the. 
daytime. Recent Mediterra- 
nean Allied air casualties, in- 
cluding Nettuno, were “nicely 
under” 1 per cent of individual 
plane flights, he said. He ex- 
plained the German weakness 
as due to the fact that they 
have four times as many fight- 
ers on the Western European 
front, trying to fight off the 
attacks from Britain, as they 
do in Italy.

Before coming to Union 
Electric in 1939, Woodbridge was 
employed by Sullivan & Cromwell, 
North American’s New York law- 
yers. In that capacity he handled 
the voluminous legal details of 
Union Electric’s 1937 financing 
and he worked on the company’s 
1938 preferred stock issue, then he 
had charge for the company of 
the SEC registration of 1941 fi- 
nancing, floated by Dillon, Read 
without competition, and the 1942 
bond issue, for which Lehman 
Bros. of New York were the suc- 
cessful underwriting bidders. 

While Dillon, Read in 1941 had 
received regular proofs of pre- 
liminary drafts of the registra- 
tion, Woodbridge was “not sure” 
whether Lehman Bros. got such 
preliminary proofs. 

“In the early stages, to avoid a 
complete jam at the end,” said 
Woodbridge, “the company named 
lawyers as counsel for the un- 
named underwriters. Then when 
the company invited bidders, each 
got proofs.” He added that selec- 
tion of the Dillon, Read lawyers 
was “the obvious thing to do, as 
they were familiar with our regis- 
trations through working on them 
before.” 

For the 10-million-dollar bond 
issue, Lehman Bro.’ price, 
109.28011 per $100, was the most 
favorable to Union Electric. The 
Dillion, Read bid, fifth best, was 
108.3877, amd the poorest offer 
was 107.95. 

State Board’s Order. 

In 1938 the Missouri Public Serv- 
fee Commission issued a policy 
memorandum calling for at least 
two bids in each instance of pub- 
lic utility financing, Woolbridge 
said, but when asked how Union 
Electric met that requirement in 
1941 he asserted that the policy 
no longer was in effect. The ques- 
tion of withdrawing the memo- 
randum never was raised, he said, 
but the commission waived the 
requirement. There was such a 
waiver, he went on, in the case of 
Union Electric's 1938 stock issue, 
“and I have since learned from 
the commission the policy never 
was enforced on any utility.” 

Original plans for the 1937 fi- 
nancing called for issuing 22 mil- 
lion dollars in bonds of a sub- 
sidiary, Union Electric of Illinois, 
to the- public, but this was 
changed so that this block was 
held in trust in St. Louis and the 
final arrangement was, “in effect, 
for financing both companies to- 
gether,” said Woodbridge.

SMOKELESS COAL 


Reveals Consumer Viola- 
tions Have Escaped 
Prosecution Due to 
Fuel Scarcity. 


Smoke Commissioner Robert M. 
Boyles announced today that no- 
tice has been served on the Ter- 
minal Railroad Association, re- 
quiring it to use only low volatile 
(smokeless) coal in its locomotives 
within the city. 

The official action revealed 
that there has been no prosecu- 
tion either of large or small 


consumers, thus far in the pres- 
ent heating season, for using 
high volatile coal, in violation of 
the smoke elimination ordinance. 
The suspension of strict enforce- 
ment was due to the scarcity of 
the fuel required by the ordinance. 
Now that an increased supply of 
smokeless fuel is available, 
through shipments from Eastern 
fields and from Arkansas, enforce- 
ment against both large and 
small consumers will be resumed. 

The increased supply, Boyles 
said, “places us in the position 
where we can require compliance 
with all provisions of the ordi- 
nance, without giving considera- 
tion to the emergency fuel clause, 
wherein it is provided that a good 
defense against charges of viola- 
tion shall be a showing that an 
adequate supply of smokeless fuel 
is not available.” : 

In the case of the Terminal, 
Boyles said, it has been necessary, 
in view of conditions existing in 
the earlier part of this season, to 
give consideration to the fue] sit- 
uation, to the “good defense” 
clause, and to the necessity for 
continuous operation of+the Term- 
inal system as a vital rail link 
in the St. Louis area... 

“The position with regard to 
the Terminal Railroad,” Boyles 
“has not been. inconsistent 
with that adopted toward any 
other individual coal consumer. 

“The major question has been 
one of keeping houses warm dur- 
ing a critical war year, with coal 
strikes, transportation difficulties, 
lack of manpower and unprece- 
dented demand for fuel. It has 
been a case primarily of keeping 
our people warm and to a sec- 

ondary degree of preserving the 
smoke ordinance. 

“Now for the first time we be- 
lieve we can see an assured sup- 
iply. For the futuer, everyone will 
be expected to comply with the 
full ordinance requirements.” ©:

25 M. P. H. — State 
Order Permits 10. 


The Wabash passenger train 
which killed 10 persons and in- 
jured eight others in a collision 
with a Public Service Co. bus at 
the unguarded Etzel avenue grade 
crossing last Sunday night appar- 
ently was violating a 10-mile speed 
limit when the tragedy occurred, 
the Post-Dispatch learned today. 

Deputy Sheriff A. H. Pio 
traschke quoted F. L. Dolson, 
locomotive engineer, and Fireman 
Gerald E, Van Meter as saying 
the train was moving about 25 
miles an hour when it reached 
the crossing. 

Recognizing the hazardous na- 
ture of this crossing, the Missouri 
Public Service Commission 23 
years ago ordered the Wabash 
Railroad Co. to limit the speed of 
all its trains to 10 miles an hour 
at this point. 

The speed limit order was 
issued after the commission con- 
ducted a hearing in St. Louis Nov. 
1, 1920. The late Sam D. Hodg- 
don, former St. Louis County Pro- 
bate Judge, in his capacity as 
president of the Automobile Club 
of St, Louis County, had charged 
the crossing constituted a public 
danger and had asked the rail- 
road to install audible and visual 
automatic electric signals. 

When - the railroad refused, 
Hodgdon asked the Public Service 
Commission to order installation 
of electric signals, filing a com- 
plant Aug. 23, 1920. After holding 
its hearing, the commission, in an 
order written by former Commis- 
sioner Edwin J- Bean, on Jan. 4, 
1921 directed the railroad to limit 
speed of all its trains to 10 miles 
an hour at the crossing. This 
order had never been rescinded, 
check of the Public Service Com- 
mission records in Jefferson City 
disclosed today. 

The commission’s order also di- 
rected the railroad to install and 
maintain secondary whistling posts 
600 feet on each side of the cross- 
ing, these posts being signals re- 
minding locomotive engineers to 
whistle for the crossing. On Jan. 
7, 1921, the railroad signed a form 
accepting terms of the order and 
pledging compliance.

ATTEMPT TO END ST. LOUIS 


PLAN FOR: CALLING JURORS 


Convention Committee Favors Proposal to 
Bar Preliminary Inquiry Into ¢ 


Qualifications.

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 27.— 
An attempt to destroy the system 
for selection of intelligent and 
qualified jurors for service in St. 
Louis circuit courts is being made 
in the Constitutional Convention 
by three St. Louis delegates, 
through sponsorship of a pro- 
posal that would outlaw any pre- 
liminary investigation to deter- 
mine the fitness of prospective 


jurors. 

The three are Delegate Everett 
Hullverson, Eleventh Ward Re- 
publican committeeman; Delegate 
James P. Finnegan, former Prose- 
cuting Attorney, who introduced 


the proposal, and Delegate Alroy * 
The plan for abolishing the ot- 


S. Phillips, whose strenuous ad- 
vocacy of the measure resulted 
yesterday in approval of the pro- 
posal by the Bill of Rights Com- 
mittee. All three are lawyers. 

Under the present system, inau- 
gurated several years ago for the 
purpose of improving the quality 
of St. Louis juries, a. house-to- 
house canvass is regularly made 
by deputy jury commissioners to 
prepare a list of persons eligible 
for service. 

Power of Deputies. 

The deputies are empowered to 
ascertain the qualifications of the 
prospective jurors by personal in- 
quiry or other means, and are in- 
structed to reject persons who 
are not sufficiently familiar with 
the English language to read or 
write, or to understand ordinary 
court proceedings. They also re- 
ject vagrants, persons of disorder- 
ly habits and others exempt from 
jury service by law. 

Persons on the jury list who 
are actually called for service may 
later be rejected for cause by 
attorneys or the trial court. 

The proposal supported by the 
three St. Louis delegates provides 
that every citizen over 21 years of 
age would be presumed to be 
eligible for jury service unless ex-, 
empted by law, unless and until 
the opposite was shown upon ex- 
amination at the trial, 

The effect of this scheme, if 
adopted, would be to permit the 
name of any person not specifi- 
cally exempted by law to be placed 
in the jury wheel, without regard 
to his ability to render intelligent 
service. 

Phillips, in denouncing the pres- 
ent system before the committee, 
charged that the plan had been 
“put over” by the Associated In- 
dustries of Missouri, a retailers’ 
organization with headquarters 
in St Louls, after it became 
“alarmed over numerous large 
damage awards made by juries 
against its members.” Delegate 
Thomas C, Hennings Sr., St. Louis, 
a member of the committee, op- 
posed approval of the proposal, 

Clash on County Charters. 

Approval by the convention of 
a proposal to permit home rule 
for counties by organizing under 
a charter form of government is 
being endangered by seemingly 
irreconcilable differences between 
officials of St. Louis County and 
Kansas City over details for es- 
tablishing the new governments. 

St. Louis County advocates of 
the plan insist that 16 freehold- 
ers be appointed by the Circuit 
Judges and the Probate Judges of 
the county on a.nonpartisan basis 
to draft the charter, The Kansas 
City administration, interested in 
the proposed reorganization of 
Jackson County, wants the free- 
holders elected by the people, 

Another major difference is the 
manner in which drafting of the 
charter by the freeholders would 


be inigiated. St. Louis County 
favors a plan under which the 
work would begin on petition of 
10 per cent of tne voters, while 
Kansas City thinks the petition 
merely should authorize the call- 
ing of an election, permitting the 
voters to decide whether a county 
charter should be prepared. 

A group of Kansas City offi- 
cials appeared yesterday before a 
joint subcommittee of the two 
convention Committees on Local 
Government to present their ar- 
guments. Delegate E. McDonaid 
Stevens, University City, told the | 
subcommittee he favors appoint- 
ment of a bipartisan board of 
freeholders to draft the charter 
in order to prevent politics from 
influencing their work. He said 
he doubted whether qualified citi- 
zens would offer their services for 
this work if they had to be elect-

N orth American Co. Financed Expensive Ex- 
| periments, Paid President $30,000 
3 Salary, Then Sold Out. 


’ All that the North American Co., 
giant utility holding corporation, 
has to show for the five million 
dollars it poured into Wired Radio, 


Inc., a former subsidiary, in the 
decade prior to 1936, is $500,000 in 
par value preferred stock of As- 
sociated Music Publishers, Inc., 
plus royalty and patent rights of 
Plus royalty and patent rights 
of little present value, the 
Post-Dispatch learned today. 

Wired Radio was formed in 1922 
for the announced purpose of de- 
veloping an idea to transmit se- 
lected musical programs over elec- 
tric or telephone lines into the 
homes of paying subscribers. The 
company was to conduct experi- 
ments and design equipment for 

@ purpose, 

Political Purposes Implied. 

This purpose has been questioned 
by Sebastian C. Pugliese, attorney 
for Frank J. Boehm in the $3,500,- 
000 damage suit against North 
American, Union Electric Co. and 
others. Pugliese implies that much 
of the five millions which North 
American channeled through 
Wired Radio was used throughout 
the years for political purposes 
and that Wired Radio was merely 
a convenient device to conceal the 
holding firm’s political contribu- 
tions. 

He charges that the $30,000 sal- 


and a Feteral grand jury at 
Springfield, Tl., had made invesati- 
gations of his ‘books and of Wired 
Radio. 

“Examiners checked through 
everything which had been done. 
I was made to account for every 
cent I received. My personal 
books and those of Wired Radio 
were checked and they found noth- 
ing wrong,” Catchings said. 

By the time the SEC ordered 
North American to divest itself of 
the expensive experimental lab- 
oratory it was conducting in 
meang to furnish music or enter- 
tainment over utility lines, de-

Sold Out Wired Radio. 


Wired Radio was sold to Associ- 
ated Music Publishers in 1940. 
This firm was controlled at the 
time by Warner Bros, Pictures, 
Inc. North American accepted 
$500,000 of the 6 per cent preferred 
stock of Associated Music Pub- 


lishers for Wired Radio and re- 
tained royalty rights in Wired Ra- 
dio patents and in music business 
of the Muzak Corporation, a 
wholly owned subsidiary of Wired 
Radio. Muzak uses Wired Radio's 
system for distributing musical 
programs over telephone wires to 
restaurants, hotels, apartments 
and factories in Chicago, Cleve- 
land and New York, 

More recently all the common 
stock of Associated Music Pub- 
lishers has been acquired by Wil- 
liam Benton, vice-president of the 
University of Chicago, who now 
controls the firm and its two sub- 
sidiaries. Benton has little inter- 
est in Wired Radio, he told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter, but is in- 
tensely interested in Muzak, which 
—* become a revenue-producing 


Catchings expressed doubt 


\whether the royalty contracts on 


patents of Wired Radio would 
ever have much cash value. Ben- 
ton was of the same mind. 

“Wired Radio is of no value to 
me,” he said, “It is true it con- 
trols many patents and I’m glad 
to have them. Some of them may 
have some value some day, but at 
present royalties from them 
amount only from $5000 to $6000 
a year and it costs that much to 
collect them and keep a set of 
books on them. 

“North American owns over- 
riding royalty contracts on music 
business and patents of Associ- 
ated Music Publishers, Wired Ra- 
dio and Muzak. It’s hard to say 


what those contracts are worth. 
If the music business improves 
and if some of Wired Radio pat- 
ents should happen to be general- 
ly used, it could be that some day 
North American might get back

Veterans’ Employment Division | 
of the St. Louis office, said his/| 
unit, serving as a demonstration | 
center with others in six major | 
cities throughout the country, | 
handled 106 applicants yesterday | 
as the St. Louis center officially 
opened. 

He said each one was referred 
either to a suitable job or sent to 
a rehabilitation training center in 
order to be placed later. Within | 
15 minutes after walking into the 
office, four veterans were at work 
in a war plant, Lubbock said, 

“Our unit has been in existence 
“and the 
demonstration center just opened 
represents merely an expansion of 
the service we have been giving 
veterans,” 

The Veterans’ unit, he continued, 
is now a major division of the 
Employment Service office, with a 
staff of 11 full time employes, 
while the remainder of the 250 per- 
sons on the entire office staff are 
being trained to serve veterans. 

In addition, he said, three em- 
ployes are being trained especially 
to handle cases of disabled vet- 
erans seeking employment, while 
an advisory committee composed 
of physicians, rehabilitation ex- 
perts, vocational workers, educa- 
tors and psychologists will aid the 
center in carrying out its program. 

Lubbock said a testing program 
has been inaugurated. by the unit 
to facilitate the handling of men 
seeking employment in other oc- 
cupations than they followed be- 
fore military service or those who 
entered service from school and 
have no occupation. 

When the new program gets | 
fully under way, he said, the unit 
probably will handle more than 
500 men a week. To date, he 
added, most veterans are seeking 
employment in jobs with a post- 
war future but there still are a 
few who “want to help their 
buddies in the front lines” by 
getting a war plant job. 

One applicant placed yesterday | 
was a 22-year-old Marine wounded 
in the Guadalcanal campaign and 
discharged last October who 
wanted war work. 

“He was a truck driver before 
the war,” the director said, “so 
within a short time we placed him 
at the McQuay-Norris Company 
driving a light pickup truck.

Climaxes 29-Yr. Small-Loan Fight 


Charges by One-Man Grand Jury Involve 
Finance Firm Lobbying on Recent Bills— 
Officer of One Concern Admits Guilt.

DETROIT, /Jan. 27.—A 29-year- 
old battle on behalf of Michigan's 
hard-pressed—the poor—has come 
to a climax at Lansing, the cap- 
ital, with the indictment of 20 
legislators and representatives of 
six finance companies on charges 
of operating a cash-and-carry leg- 
islative business. 

If the charges in the indictment 
stand up in the trials which are 
to come, small-loan and finance- 
company lobbyists paid with cash 
for the kind of legislation they 
wanted, and got the goods. 

There are already indications 
that the general charges will be 
sustained. Ernest J. Prew of De- 
troit, vice-president of the Gen- 
eral Finance Corp. of Chicago 
and the man in charge of the lo- 
cal offices, has pleaded guilty. In 
admitting guilt, he said he had 
become the “victim of vicious cir- 
cumstances in the legislative halls 


of our state.”

They involve legislators, hun- 
gry for money, who are willing to 
betray the public interest for the 
sake of the cash they know that 
lobbyists have in their jeans.

Three Bills Involved. 

Involved in the first indictment 
were three bills which became law 
in 1939. One of these measures 
amended the old law, which pro-

(defined as loans of $300 or less). 
The new law provides a rate of 
2% per cent on the first $100 of 
any loan and 3 per cent on any 
amount over $100, up to $300, 


Not all the lobbyists were in 
agreement, but the majority of 
them were behind the measure 
which was enacted in 1939. They 
were working in its behalf to ward 
off several other bills which were 
before the Legislature to still fur- 
ther reduce the interest rate..~ 

One of hte most active lobbyists 
was Julian S. Thompson of Chi- 
cago, representing the Household 
Finance Co., a Chicago corpora-| 
tion with offices in every ma 
city in the United States. e 
was a grand jury witness last fall. 

A curious fact was that. the 
small-loan lobby was supported by 
the Better Business Bureau of 
Detroit, Michigar® social agencies, 
and other groups formed to pro- 
mote the general public welfare. 

These groups argued that lower 
rates would drive out legitimate 
capital and encourage the return 
of the illegal “loan shark” or 
salary buyer, operating without 
licensing, supervision or regulation 
and charging up to 240 per cent 
a year. 

A commentary on these argu- 
ments is to be found in the report 
of the Michigan State Banking 
Department in 1941. The depart- 
ment recommended a reduction to 
2 per cent on sums in the $200- 
$300 bracket because of a profit 
showing offnearly 10 per cent by 
small-loan companies. The recom- 
mendation, incidentally, was nev- 
er followed.

thermore includes ramifications of a 
controversial nature, not universally ac- 
ceptable to many persons familiar with 
goning problems, there is no excuse for 
rushing such important legislation into 
law.

A Negro Y for Webster Groves 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

A joint committee of white and Negro 
citizens of Webster Groves is trying to 
obtain funds to build a Y.M.C.A,. for 
the Negro boys and girls of that city. 
At present, there is no desirable place 
of recreation for the Negro youth of 
the community. This project is under 
the auspices of the Plant Avenue branch 
Y.M.C. A. in Webster Groves, of which 
R. Walston Chubb is chairman of the 
board of managers and E. R. Harford is 
chairman of the joint committee. 

The project has the support of the 
Pine Street Y.M.C.A. staff and the ap- 
proval of the Metropolitan Y board, 

Most of the money is to be contributed 
by white and Negro citizens of Webster 
Groves on a membershp basis. The 
budget for the first year is set tentative- 
ly at $9000, with the Negroes supplying 
$3000 of this. The campaign will run 
from Feb. 24 to March 16, and will be 
confined to the Negroes of Webster 
Groves, since the white citizens have 
raised most of their share of the fund, 
Since so many of our group are in the 
lower income. bracket, they have not 
been called on to give heavily for pro}- 
ects of this type. 

While some communities are doing 
things which are shameful to the State 
of Missouri, here in Webster Groves, 
white and colored citizens work har- 
moniously together on a project for the 
good of the minority group and the 
future welfare of the entire community. 

A character-building agency should 
help curb juvenile delinquency as well 


as help provide a more wholesome en-. 


vironment for the children of this area. 
This project should be an inspira- 

tion to other communities to undertake 

inter-racial projects as a means of de- 

veloping and encouraging better race re- 

lations.

Smart ‘Politics? 

When the President's message on soldier vot- 
ing was read in Congress yesterday, it brought 
from the Republican side boos and guffaws, 
charges that it was an insult to Congress and 
linked with the President’s fourth-term ambi- 
tions. Senator Taft led the opposition and hardly 
distinguished himself by the nature of his attack. 
For example, he said: 

Under this bobtail ballot plan, 10 million 

American soldiers would be lined up at the 

polls in much the same way we used to see 


WPA workers lined up at the polls. They'll 
be told, “Here, vote thig ballot.” 


Of course, this is sheer nonsense and, if Mr. 
Taft thinks the President insulted Congress in 
‘his advocacy of the Lucas-Green bill, Mr. Taft 
has insulted the Army and Navy, which will dis- 
tribute the ballots, and the men in the armed 
forces, who will vote them. It is to imply that 
the Army and Navy are tools of the Democratic 
party and that the men in the armed forces 
would permit themselves to be influenced, coerced 
and regimented politically. 

It was a coalition of Republicans and Southern 
Democrats which defeated the original Green- 
Lucas bill, although fhis coalition has nothing to 
offer in exchange but a phony and unworkable 
measure—the Eastland bill—that would set up 
48 different voting systems. Apparently the 
same coalition now has its knife out for the re- 
vised Green-Lucas measure, even. though it has 
been amended to preserve to the states authority 
to validate and count the ballots, 

Is it smart politics in a presidential year, to 
say nothing of common garden statesmanship, 
for the Republicans, including Mr. Taft, a pos- 
sible presidential candidate, to sneer and scoff 
at a proposal to let service men vote? Through- 
out the country is heard a rising demand that 
the men who are risking their lives for the na- 
tion must be given an opportunity to choose its 
leaders for the next four years. This demand 
cannot be booed off or laughed off or sneered off. 

Questions of constitutionality and of voting 
mechanics are raised by the President’s message. 
It is to those questions that Mr. Taft and his 
G. O. P. colleagues might well address them- 
selves. Or they might abandon their advocacy 
of the Eastland bill that has already passed the 
Senate and propose a plan of their own. An 
opposition party has deep responsibilities in a 
grave matter like extending the democratic fran- 
chise to men under arms, to say nothing of the 
opportunity for statesmanship it should be ex- 
pected to grasp in an election year. 
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Michigan’s Small Loans Action 


The notortously corrupt small loan lobby has 
been called up before the bar of justice in Michi- 
gan. Six representatives of the money lenders 
have been indicted, along with 20 members of 
the Legislature who are charged with having 
betrayed their trust by accepting bribes. 

The story of small Ioans lobbying and its re- 
sults, as told in detail in the news columns of 
the Post-Dispatch today, is reminiscent of what 
has occurred many times in Missouri. It is the 
story of the lavish use of money and liquor and 
all the devices of the professional and unscrup- 
ulous lobbyist. The difference is that in Mis- 
souri the arm of justice has not yet reached 
those who are guilty of exploiting needy bor- 
rowers to fatten their own profits. 

Michigan’s ability to bring these lobbyists to 
book is an interesting commentary on the in- 
strumentalities of law enforcement, In Michi- 
gan, on petition of the people, a Judge of a 
court of record may be set up as a one-man 
grand jury. It was such a grand jury, with an 
honest and fearless Judge constituting it, which 
has returned the indictments, after a vigorous 
inquiry. 

In Michigan, as in Missouri, the main objec- 


tive of the small loan lobby has been to preserve | 


the right to charge interest rates of 30 to 42 per 
cent a year on loans of $300 or less made to 
persons who have to mortgage their household 
goods or other chattels ag security. Whenever 
the interest rate has been reduced, it has been 
only after a bitter fight, and every effort at re- 
duction in! Missouri, where the maximum rate is 
now 36 per cent, has been met with the most 
vicious kind of pressure and manipulation at Jef- 
ferson City, which the people should not tolerate. 
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A House committee has reported that WLB is 
abusing its powers. This will be reassuring to 
a lot of people who hadn’t known WLB had that 
much power. 


A Job to Finish 
Former Gov. Guy B. Park served the people 
well in his powerful indictment of the public 
utility lobby in Missouri, 
When on Tuesday evening he told a committee 


of the Constitutional Convention the sordid facts . 


of the intimidation and corruption by which the 
utilities for years have defeated the will of the 
people, he was the shining advocate of a great 
cause—the right of small cities all over Missouri 
to own and operate their light and power sys- 
tems if that is what a majority of the voters wish. 

How the committee would have' voted without 
the eloquent appeal of the former Governor can 
only be surmised. What actually happened is 
in the record. Six of the 10 committee members 
present voted in favor of a proposal that the 
Constitution shall guarantee the right of munici- 
palities to build or buy their own utility systems 
if a majority of the voters approve the issuance 
of revenue bonds for that purpose. 

This should mark the end of one of the most 
determined battles ever waged by the utility 
lobby in Missouri, For more than 16 years, pro- 
gressive citizens in all parts of the State had 
sought the provision the convention committee 
has now approved. Through all these years the 
slush funds of the utilities, the insidious methods 
of their lobbies, were used without shame to 
maintain the legislation which shackled these 


small cities—those of 75,000 and less—-with the 


requirement of a two-thirds majority vote for 
establishment of municipally owned public util- 
ity services. 

There is hope for the future of this State in 
the righteous wrath with which Gov. Park smote 
the lobby. It is well that the people should know, 
from his recital, how far the agents of the util- 
ity corporations went in use of bribery and black- 
mail in their efforts to defeat.the progressive 


‘statement of their allies, the Russians. 


legislation proposed by Gov. Park in 1933. In 
the lowest form of blackmail, an effort to smear 
the character of the former Governor on a 
trumped-up morals charge, the slimy agents of 
the corporations were revealed in their true 
nature. 

The courage of Gov. Park is admirable. In 
the interest of public welfare, he has thrown 
aside personal reticence to assail an evil which 
for too long a time had debauched and corrupted 
the State. With such leadership, 
surely will finish the knockout by incorporat- 
ing in the new Constitution the healthy measure 
he championed so well. 
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Report by a Hostile Committee 


The special House committee’s report on the 
National War Labor Board is made up almost 
100 per cent of adverse criticism. This is not 
surprising, considering that the committee chair- 
man, Representative Smith of Virginia, and one 
of its members, Representatiye Hoffman of Mich- 
igan, have the reputation of being the two lead- 
ing enemies of labor now in Congress, and that 
three other members—Peterson of Georgia, Hart- 
ley of New Jersey, and Jennings of Tennessee— 
have a record of anti-labor voting. Only two 
members of the committee—Representatives 
Voorhis of California and Delaney of New York 
—have taken a tolerant attitude on labor prob- 
lems. It is not surprising, either, to find these 
two signing a dissenting report. 

It is consistent with the political philosophy 
of the committee majority to assail the WLB 


for virtually every step it hag taken to settle | 


the delicate problems of labor relations and to 
keep wartime production rolling. The WLB has 
made its mistakes, but it has, by and large, 
served the country well. Labor, too, has made 
grevious mistakes, particularly in the many oc- 
casions when the no-strike pledge has been vio- 
lated. Though both WLB and labor are open to 
criticism, no such blanket condemnation as the 
committee has issued is in order, 

As to the maintenance-of-union-membership 
clauses in labor contracts approved by the WLB, 
on which the committee pours its hottest fire: 
this is a device on which the board is standing 
its ground, despite the many charges of illegality 
made by Representative Smith for months past. 
The board majority feels that its stand is sup- 
ported by the President’s war powers. In the 
absence of a court ruling to the contrary, it has 
continued to approve such clauses. 

This device is the result of a carefully worked 
out compromise by the WLB, and has been sup- 
ported by such votes as 10 to 2 and 8 to 1 among 
its members, including on occasion members rep- 
resenting industry. In view of the successful 
working of the plan to date, the WLB cannot 
be expected to abandon it because of a hostile 
committee’s report. 
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The Mayor’s Pleasant Idea 


St. Louis has a nation-wide name for hospital- 
ity to visiting service men, and Mayor Kaufmann 
has just taken a step that will enhance that 
reputation. Looking around the Memorial Plaza, 
he observed many. soldiers and sailors strolling 
about, standing on corners or perched on ledges 
and balustrades.

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Evidence From the Katyn Graves 

By the ghastly evidence of the opened graves 
in the Katyn Forest, *near Smolensk, the Nazis 
are proved guilty not only of a horrifying crime 
on a wholesale scale, but also of a plot to create 
discord among the United Nations. 

The eye-witness testimony of Allied newspaper 


correspondents tends to confirm the statement . 


of Soviet officials: that the 11,000 Poles buried 
in great pits in the forest were slaughtered after 
the capture of Smolensk by the Germans, and 
not before. Therefore, the mass executions were 
perpetrated by the Germans, not: by the Rus- 
sians, as Nazi propagandists charged, and as 
members of the Polish Government-in-Exile were 
induced to believe. ee 

Acceptance of this charge by the Poles last 
April represented a great triumph for the Nazis, 
since it brought about severance of relations by 
Moscow. To this day, Moscow has refused to 
deal with the exile group because of its. ma- 
jority’s stand on the Katyn murders, and settle- 
ment of the controversy over Poland’s postwar 
Eastern boundary has been blocked as a result. 

This group of Poles preferred to accept the 
version of the Katyn murders put out by their 
country’s ravagers, the Nazis, rather than the 
It is 
easy to see that Moscow considered this stand 
a galling affront that justified a break in rela- 
tions, 

Now that the guilt has been pinned on the 
Nazis by examination of the bodies, it is up to 
the Poles to make the next move. Certainly 
the discrediting of those who swallowed the 
Nazi lie would justify their expulsion from the 
Government by the Poles themselves. If this is 
done, orderly negotiation on the Eastern bound- 
ary question will undoubtedly become possible. 


= = 
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For Non-political Conservation 

One of the encouraging actions in the Consti- 
tutional Convention is the rejection by the Com- 
mittee on Bill of Rights of a proposal which 
would have endangered the State Conservation 
Commission. This proposal would have given 
the Legislature power to nullify any of the rules 
and regulations, and policies, of the commission. 

The voters have spoken emphatically in the 
establishment and maintenance of the Conserva- 
tion Commission as a non-political agency to 
‘preserve and develop the game and wild life re- 
sources of the State. The convention will be 
wise to let it stand as the people wish it to be, 
an independent agency free of partisan political 
influences.

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Background of Bolivian Revolution 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


Exploited people of Bolivia have always had “government of the 
few for the few,” writer says; our State Department policy dis- 
couraged relief for tin miners, and failed on moral, political and 
economic grounds; we cannot afford an anti-democratic influence.

Of all bedeviled, exploited countries in the 
world, Bolivia is one of the unhappiest. 
It is incredibly rich in natural resources. 
The Spaniards took two billion dollars in 
gold out of its mountains; it is the most 
important source of tin remaining to the 
United Nations; its lowlands are afloat 
with oil. It has produced one of the world’s 
richest men while three-fourths of its peo- 
ple are worse off than they were at the 
time of the Spanish conquest. 


The great majority of its people are An- 
dean Indians, descendants of the Incas, 
doped, diseased, despairing, so far outside 
the framework of a modern economy that 
many of them do not see any money from 
one year’s end to the next, so far outside 
the framework of the state that they do 
not even speak its language, much less 
read or write or vote. 

The small ruling class consists of those 
of white and mixed blood, divided into 
many warring factions, each of which 
wants to seize and hold~ power in order 
to benefit itself, its friends and its backers. 
Bolivia has always had a government of 
the few for the few. 

Dominating the whole country, even more 
than do the incredible peaks of the Andes, 
is one man and one industry. The in- 
dustry, of course, is tin mining, which 
accounts for about 70 per cent of Bolivia's 
exports; so important is it that to the 
outside world Bolivia is tin. 


Patino Controls the Cartel 


The man is Simon Patino, a half-Indian 
whose fortune today is estimated at be- 
tween half a billion and a billion dollars, 
whose income far exceeds the entire gov- 
ernmental revenue of Bolivia. So impor 
tant are Patino’s holdings (his control of 
over half of the Bolivian production is only 
a fraction of his total) that he is the 
dominant figure in the international tin 
cartel, / 

The United States has found that it is 
hard to be a good neighbor to a cartel, 
Controlling as it does the amount of pro- 
duction, the price, the refining of tin, the 
cartel has been able to tell even its biggest 


customer, the United States, just what and 


where and how to buy. 

In spite of our failure to crack the tin 
cartel, the State Department has been very 
careful to play along with the Patino in- 
terests in Bolivia. Last December, when 
the Bolivian Congress was considering a 
labor law which would have given the 
miners such minimal rights as regular pay- 
ment of wages and collective bargaining, 
the American Ambassador, Pierre Boal, was 
bringing pressure to bear on the Bolivian 
President to prevent passage of the code. 


The Tin Miners Suffer 


The plight of the miners is really des- 
perate. Living costs in Bolivia are up 
some 1400 per cent since before the war, 
and although the United States has raised 
the price of tin to a record high, real wages 
have gone down. Liberal opinion in Bo- 
livia has been increasingly aroused, while 
the actions of Boal and the State Depart- 
ment have convinced many Bolivians that 
the United States stands squarely on the 
side of the moneyed interests. 

The State Department justifies its actions 
on the ground that the important thing is 
the production of tin for the war. Yet not 
only is the tin cattel still firmly in control, 
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' of Axis firma. 


but Bolivian production has slumped bad- 
ly, due primarily to intolerable working 
conditions and a growing spirit of passive 
resistance on the part of the workers, 


On the moral, or propaganda, front, our 
failure in Bolivia is even more apparent. 
As in other Latin American countries, there 
is a history of United States economic im- 
perialism which all the Good Neighborly 
words in the world will not wipe out. 


It is against this background, then, that 
we must look at the coup d’etat which 
overthrew Penaranda in December, 1943, 
and against this background the stoning 
of the United States Embassy during the 
excitement does not appear as necessarily 
Nazi-inspired. There is no doubt that there 
is a good deal of Nazi sympathy in Bolivia 
—Penaranda, our supposedly great and 
good friend, did put Bolivia into the war, 
but he never got around to nationalizing 
the powerful Axis firms in Bolivia. 


Axis Gets the Quinine ' 


In spite of our desperate need for quinine, 
we were not able to buy any from Bolivia 
while Penaranda was President; it was 
all sold to Argentina—for re-sale to the 
Axis. Patino, who admires Hitler and did 
admire Mussolini and who was a financial 
backer of Franco, has. never showed any 
hea friendliness toward the United 

tates. 


There is also in Bolivia, as in many 
other Latin American countries, a strong 
and growing spirit of nationalism. There 
are increasing numbers of Bolivians today 
who want their country run, not for the 
benefit of the United States or the Nazis 
or the mine-owners, but for the Bolivian 
people—all of them. Such a group might 
feel that since the United States and the 
mine-owners appear to have ganged up, 
they are justified in accepting Nazi help 
to attain their ends, 

Faced with this complex and dangerous 
situation, our State Department has been 
more than usually baffled, 


Our Policy Is Held Unwise 


It is worth noting that the new Bolivian 
Government immediately offered to sell us 
its entire quinine production—at our price, 
and that it also announced its intention to 
proceed at once with the nationalization 
But it also announced that 
the new Government would not continue 
to be a broker for the mine owners, and 
perhaps that is what alarms our diplomats, 


But surely a democratic country fighting 
a global war for a democratic world can 
only find support among the peoples of 
other countries. The admission of this 
truth would mean an overhauling of our 
whole Bolivian policy—and of our whole 
Latin American policy as well. And not 
a minute too soon. 


For when the day comes that we are 
faced with genuine people’s governments 
throughout Latin America, we may wish 
and wish too late that we had been better 
neighbors to the Latin American people 
before they came to power.

Charming Book About Veblen 
As a Boy Knew Him Long Ago 


“The Innocents at Cedro,” by BR. L. Deffus. (Mae 
millan Co., New York.) 

Thirty years ago, somebody said that no 
one was ever quite the same again after 
reading Thorstein Veblen. Many have since 
repeated the statement. There is some- 
thing to it. No doubt Veblen has influenced 
modern economic thought more ‘consider- 
ably than any other man, 

One thing reading a book of Veblen’s 
does to you is to give you no rest until you 
have read all his other books, which, per- 
haps fortunately, are few. You also want 
to read every book that is published about 
Veblen’s thought or about Veblen, the man. 

Robert Duffus of the New York Times 
editorial staff has written the newest book 
about the thought and the man. The 
“Innocents” of his title are three boys, one 
of them the writer, working their way 
through Stanford, who lived with the great 
Veblen for one year at his home, “Cedro 
Cottage,” not far from the university. This 
was in 1907-08, a long time ago, when the 
world was very different. Though it was 
a serene and peaceful time, that didn’t keep 
Veblen from foreseeing what we're into 
now. At that time he saw ahead more 
clearly than any other man, it appears.

The book is tender and charming. It 
has the warmth of California sunshine, and 
the charm, of youth. It is about youth 
much more than it is about the mysterious- 
ly wise and mature Veblen. The boys 
served Veblen, cared for his horses, milked 
his cows, fed his cats and chickens, pre- 
pared his food and helped him eat it, They 
drank in his words, whenever it pleased 
him to talk with them. No money passed 
between Veblen and the boys. They got 
shelter and food and Veblen got the kind 
of service he liked. Veblen’s dominance 
of his odd household was complete, but his 
implements of authority were tolerance, 
humor and good will, 

While the book is mainly about the boys 
and their awakening youth, Veblen the man 
and the thinker dominates it, just as he 
dominated their lives in that idyllic year. 
It was a gentle, almost casual dominance, 
both in the book and as it appeared to be, 
over the boys’ youthful thinking. . Veblen 
just appears off and on in the book until 
toward the end, when Duffus meets him 
in later years. But he is always there, 
and you know it. 

oo * . 

The writer is a skilled craftsman. He 
has what Veblen called the “instinct of 
workmanship.” He merely chooses to bring . 
in Veblen only now and then, It is a sin- 
cere way to do, because even so powerful 
a personality couldn’t overshadow all the 
waking hours of any three normally active 
boys. The technique, however, is sufficient- 
ly effective, and one has no doubt that the 
author has done what he aimed to do. I 
mean the book is really about Veblen, 
after all, 

Of course, everybody who knows Veblen 
will want to read the “Innocents,” and 
everybody who doesn’t will enjoy a perfectly 
delightful introduction to the great thinker 
who died midway between two world wars, 
but who seemed to understand them both 
better than any man living today.

OW .at the present time the 

Americans and the British 
have not recognized a French 
government. Yet the French na- 
tional committee is actually gov- 
erning the second largest colonial 
empire in the world, and without 
any remaining doubt whatever 
commands the allegiance of those 
Frenchmen who will risk their 
lives to help us when we land in 
France. On the other hand, we 
have recognized an Italian gov- 
ernment—that of King Victor 
Emmanuel and Marshal Badoglio 
—which under our protection gov- 
erns feebly one or two backward 
provinces but has failed to rally 
the organized Italian resistance 
against Fascism and against Ger- 
many. And in Eastern Europe we 
have under our diplomatic protec- 
tion a Polish government which, 
as it is now constituted, the Rus- 
sians will not recognize. 

Thus in the West, as things 
stand now, we propose to reach 
Germany by crossing a France 
which has no government that 
we recognize, and the Russians 
to’ reach Germany by crossing a 
Poland which has no government 
that they recognize. It is evident 
that our stock formula about let- 
ting each people choose freely its 
own government when the war is 
over ia quite insufficient. It is 
just a formula for not having to 
think. Governments are necessary 
now in order to conduct the war. 
and to make the initial and basic 
settlement with Germany, and to 
maintain order and distribute re- 
lief, and to print the ballots, set 
up the polling booths, and fix the 
qualifications of the voters who 
can then, and then only, freely 
choose the post-armistice govern- 
ments.

General Problem. 
LEARLY there is here a gen- 
eral problem—since in differ- 
ent forms the three great powers 
face it not only in regard to 
France, Poland and Italy but also 
in regard to Yugoslavia and 


it in regard to Rumania, Hun- 
gary, Bulgaria and perhaps Fin- 
land. It is the problem which has 
to be solved before any other 
great problems of the settlement 
can be solved. It is an exceeding- 


ly difficult problem which calls

What, then, should be the stand- 
ards of judgment by which we de- 
cide the recognition of govern- 
ments? In general the answer 
must surely be: by whether they 
can be expected to do the most 
necessary things which have to 
be done.

The ca- 
pacity to organize the utmost re- 
sistance to the enemy, the capac- 
ity to unite their people so that 
there shall not be civil war, the 
capacity to liquidate quickly and 
in orderly and thorough fashion 
the Quisling elements in their 
territory, the capacity to organ- 
ize the machinery for consulting 
their people and obtaining their 
consent, the capacity to make 
commitments now which their na- 
tions will honor about those ini- 
tial settlements with Germany 
which must be decided before the 
war ends.

HE Polish Government ig un- 

happily not at present in this 
position, and only by reaching an 
agreement with Russia can Poland 
be re-established. ‘The inexorable 
fact is that Poland can be liber- 
ated from the German occupation 
only by the Red Army, and only 
by the subsequent withdrawal of 
the Red Army can Polish inde- 
pendence be restored. 

Now it would be theoretically 
possible for us to say to Soviet 
Russia that, unless it recognizes 
this Polish government, as now 
constituted, and unless it agrees 
to re-establish the 1939 eastern 
frontier, we shall tear up the Mos- 
cow agreements, stop lend-lease to 
Russia and give her no postwar 
economic assistance. But with a 
grim war in the Pacific as well 
as in Europe still ahead of us, we 
should be cutting off our own nose 
to spite our face if we took any 
such absurdly roma:ztic doctrinaire 
line. And we should seal the doom 
of Poland. For we should have 
made Poland, now in the grip of 
the German Army, the irreconcil- 
able enemy of Russia as well.

There is no way out of the im- 
passe of Russian-Polish relations 
except by recognizing frankly that 
an independent Poland can re- 
stored only if it is allied with Rus- 
sia. The proof is in this unalter- 
able circumstance: Poland can live 
without the territory east of the 
Curzon line; Poland cannot live 
without access to the sea. There is 
only one way that Fvland can 
obtain access to the sea. That is

LEGAL CLARIFICATION SOUGHT

WASHINGTON, Jan. 27 (AP).— 
The Justice Department disclosed 


today that it will seek a clear-cut 
judicial interpretation of the sec- 
ond-class mail act. 

As counsel for Postmaster Gen- 
eral Frank C. Walker in the Es- 
quire case, the department plans 
to file soon in United States Dis- 
trict Court here a petition urging 
a “once and for all” interpretation 
of the statute, upon which various 
interpretations have been placed 
since its enactment almost 65 
years ago. 

Walker revoked Esquire’s sec- 
ond-class mailing privileges, effec- 
tive Feb. 28, and the magazine has 
asked for an injunction. Walker 
said the magazine was not de- 
voted to the dissemination of the 
news, science or the arts and 
therefore not eligible for second- 
class privileges.

Must Bring Wage Record, 
1942 Revenue Receipt. 


Deputies were stationed ' today 
outside the income tax office in 
the Federal Building basement to 
turn away taxpayers seeking as- 
sistance in making out returns 
who do not have with them in- 
formation necessary for prepara- 
tion of their tax forms. 

Acting Collector Thomas P. 
Stanton said scores of persons, 
after waiting in line considerable 
time, reach deputies’ desks only to 
find they are lacking certain in- 
formation without which assis- 
tance cannot be rendered.

Stanton said taxpayers seeking 
assistance in his office should 
bring with them these papers: 
Form W-2 furnished by employers

The weight of the appeal 
has stressed the position of the 
Negro in the Catholic Church, and 
the serious challenge of discrim- 
ination by a Catholic university 
against colored Catholics who find 
it impossible to obtain a Catholic 
education. 

“This much should be said — 
there will never be any lowering 
of academic standards in the ad- 
mission of colored students; they 
will satisfy all requirements or 
will not be considered.” 

Father Holloran also expressed 
the opinion that the number of 
Negro students was not likely to 
be large—“I do not think it will 
reach 20 in the next 20 years,” he 
wrote.

AM very grateful to my clergymen readers for their response 
to my appeal for their views on the question of whether an 
Army officer should uncover at his wedding when the cere- 
mony takes place out-of-doors.

“OF COURSE, the sacrament of Holy Matrimony is one 
which affects the bride and groom alone, the others present be- 
ing merely witnesses, I would suggest, therefore, that the 
groom, if an officer, present himself for marriage in hat and 
gloves; but that he remove both immediately before the com- 
mencement of the ceremony. He could hand them to the best 
man to hold for him. Surely instinctive reverence and a sense 
of fitness would prompt the officer to remove his gloves before 
placing the ring on the bride’s finger and taking her hand in his 
in token of marriage. 

“I should think, too, that similar feelings should induce him- 
to remove his hat before receiving the blessing of Holy Church 
on his marriage. Obviously the final authority in the matter 
of ceremonial at a church wedding is the officiating clergyman. 
Therefore, in the absence of any explicit Army regulations to 
the contrary, the bridegroom should follow the clergyman’s 
directions.” .

A batch of yeast dough works 
magic in the form of rolls, spicy- 
topped coffee ring or raisin-fill 
cinnamon buns. Your boy at camp 
would welcome a pan of sugary 
cinnamon buns—our son reported 
they miade the biggest hit of any 
of the goodies sent to him. 


Cranberry or Mincemeat Filled 
Roll is something new and espe- 
cially appetizing for winter serv- 
ing. It is good served warm or 
cold. Soak a cake of compresbed 
yeast for 10 minutes in two table- 
spoons lukewarm water. Scald a 
cup of milk and add two table- 
spoons shortening. Cool to luke- 
warm and pour into the yeast. 
Add one-fourth cup sugar, one- 
half teaspoon salt, one teaspoon 
grated orange rind, an egg, beat- 
en, and three and one-half cups 
flour. Mix thoroughly. Shape into 
a ball in a greased bowl ‘and 
grease top of soft dough to keep 
a crust from forming. Cover 
tightly and let rise until doubled 
in bulk—this takes about three 
hours in room of moderate tem- 
perature. Roll out half the dough 
on a floured board and spread 
with any preferred filling. Roll 
up and fit into greased loaf pan. 
Let rise until doubled in size 
(about three hours), Bake 35 min- 
utes in moderate oven. Serve 
warm or cold, 


Place rest of dough in a greased 
bowl, Cover and store in the cold- 
est part of refrigerator and use 
up within two or three days. This 
dough can be made into rolls or 
cinnamon sticks or buns, 

Oatmeal Bread: Two cups quick 
oats, one pint boiling water, one- 
half cup brown sugar or molasses,

PREMIER—PREMIERE 

REMIER and premiere are 

from the French, and in that 

language they are respectfully 
the masculine and feminine forms 
of the word meaning “first; fore- 
most; the chief principal.” The 
masculine form, premier, is now 
considered as English. The 
American pronunciation is, first 
choice: PREE-mee-yer; second 
choice: pree-MEER. The cus- 
tomary British pronunciation is: 
P -yer. The French say: 
prum-YAY. ; 

On the other hand, the feminine 
form, premiere, is still considered 
to be French. We use it in two 
menses: (1) a leading lady in a 
theatrical group (rare, however), 
and (2) the opening night of a 
theatrical production, as a “Hol- 
lywood premiere.” 

At first, Hollywood pronounced 
premiere as “pruh-MEER.” This 
error was pointed out in this col- 
umn several] times, so Hollywood 
began to say “PREE-mee-er,” 
which is equally incorrect, 


I feel sure that people in pictures 
want to use the correct pronuncia- 
tion, which is prum-YAIR. But I 
do not ask them to take my word 
for it this time. Instead, refer to 
Webster’s New International, Win- 
ston’s, Macmillan’s, or Funk and 
Wagnalls’, all of which show only 
prum-YAIR. But, and this is im- 
portant, be sure that you look. up 
premiere, spelled with a final “e,.”

ODAY I want to tell you a story and reprint a poem. 
The girl to whom the poem was written became engaged 
on Nov. 13, 1942, to young Lieut, 8S. J. Wright. He had 


majored in English at Dartmouth, where his father is a pro- 
fessor of philosophy, and he wanted to make writing his caréer. 
Instead, the day after graduation in May, 1942, he went into the 
Marine Corps and, after training in Quantico, was on his way 
to the South Pacific. Early this past fall the poem arrived 
inclosed in a letter to his girl. This poem represents the one 


fulfillment of his life’s ambition. 


He was \killed Nov. 13, 1943, 


in action while attempting to knock out an enemy position so 
his men could advance. To explain the last line of the poem, 


he wrote in his letter: 


“This is for you, as you can plainly see, and so I want you 
to like it and understand it.

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New Ideas 
On Caring 
For Teeth

HE wise old women used to 

warn that the youngest child 

had the poorest teeth. That 
fitted in with the general idea 
that the youngest was the runt of 
the family, the weakest, physical- 
ly and mentally, the scrapings of 
the pot. 

Modern nutrition has made a 
revision in these age-old ideas, 
Dr, Harold Beck, of Boston, has 
made a statistical study which 
proves that the youngest child has 
just as good teeth as the others 
provided the mother gets a good 
prenatal diet with plenty of 
calcium. 

He studied 198 five year old 
children, 106 being first born and 
92 fourth born. The difference in 
the number of decayed teeth was 
negligible, a difference of less 
than two decayed teeth was found 
between the first born and later 
born children, 

Through an adequate diet the 
mother can furnish a sufficient 
calcium reserve to carry the in- 
fant through the first 10-month, 
or shock, ——— > 


DR. BECK FOUND that 64 per 
cent of the mothers of children 
having good teeth drank three or 
four glasses of milk daily during 


the expectant period. Milk fur- 


nishes the calcium reserve men- 
tioned above. 

Furthermore poor calcification 
of teeth results from lack of Vita- 
min D; children with healthy 
teeth were also found to have been 
fed cod liver oil, the most con- 
venient and cheapest medium in 
which to give Vitamin D regularly 
during the first year and up to 
the fifth year of life, 

That these precautions are 
necessary is shown by studies of 
the selective service men, im- 
paired and missing teeth being 
the leading reason for rejection. 
And the age of these applicants 
indicates that the defects began in 
early life, According to the sta- 
tistical bulletin of the Metropoli- 
tan Life Insurance Co., defects 
occur in children’s teeth at the 
rate of one and one-third tooth 
surfaces per child per year. 

The results are that 95 per cent 
of American youths reaching the 
age of 15 have already experi- 
enced decay to some extent in 
their permanent teeth, 


x * * 


IN A GROUP OF employes 17 
to 19 years of age there was an 
average of 1.9 teeth missing 
among the girls and 1.6 among the 
boys. By the time a group has 
reached the 25 to 29 year period 
the figures are twice as high, the 
females always having more mis- 
sing teeth by a small margin. 

This is simply the result of ne- 
giect, exaggerated fear of the 
dentist, reluctance to spend money 
on teeth, and ignorance. First ig- 
norance of the serious disability 
that goes with imperfect dental 
arches. 


One specific example of ignor- 
ance which I have repeatedly men- 
tioned ig neglect of the first per- 
manent tooth, the first lower 
molar. It comes in last in the row 
behind. the baby teeth, at about 
the age of six. Parents are apt to 
think it is another baby tooth. It 
is very apt to decay, and should 
be tended to immediately. Its loss 
imperilg the whole arch,

eye,” and this certainly applies 
where the designing crowd is con- 
cerned. One minute you see a 
dress as slim as a reed and the 
next minute it has been swathed 
in subtle drapery. A trim little 
suit is transformed into a low 
necked and sleeveless dinner dress 
in the twinkling of an eye. Let the 
deft hand of Hattie Carnegie, 
Nettie Rosenstein, Jo Copeland or 
Joseph Halpert get hold of a 
piece of fabric and it becomes a 
costume not only reminiscent of 
—* past but prophetic of the fu- 
ure. 

One of the most fascinating 
phases of being present when the 
top designers present their new 
collections is to study the styles 
and to watch for hidden signifi- 
cances that may have a bearing 
on the future trends. Looking 
back upon the array of beautiful 
themes whith have been exhibited, 
two points are especially note- 
worthy. One is the tricky way in 
which a smart creator gives 
double or a triple life to a beauti- 
ful costume. Another is the sly 
way the designers give a hint of 
sensational changes of the mode 
without a word of explanation. 

So ingenious are the designers 
about injecting a two-faced em- 
phasis to their clothes that the 
practical phase of their artistry 


isn’t apparent. However, the wo- 
man who purchases one of these 
lovely ensembles which have inter- 
changeable features will appreci- 
ate their functional qualities and 
realize that there’s more to a 
label than a designer’s name. 
x « * 

Hattie Carnegie whose name is 
synonymous with elegance proves 
that she has more than a dash 
of inventiveness. Examples are 
her dress which has a detachable 
peplum, her printed ensembles 
with jackets that can be worn 
with slacks as well as long dinner 
skirts, her little coats that offer 
s0 many changeable features and 
her clever jumpers made of every- 
thing from knitted wool to shan- 
tung. 

Sashes play an important role in 
dressing up a costume. Carnegie 
reaches the height of elegance in 
tying a floor length sash of very 
wide ribbon around the waistline 
of'a sheath-like dinner dress, The 
ends of the sash are daintily em- 
broidered in colors. Other design- 
ers use sashes so generously that 
these waistline decorations must 
be listed among significant trends. 
Bolero suits are gayer for the 
addition of them and summer 

rints look even more vivacious 

ecause of bouffant bows tied at 
the back or the side of the waist- 
line. A pouf of ribbon or fabric 
at the hipline also is a noteworthy 
addition to a simple frock or suit. 

Apron tunics have been with us 
for several seasons but they offer 
a greater diversity of theme for 
spring. These bits of overdrapery 
are the cleverest means of giving 
extra service to a dress. Joseph 
Halpert is a genius in handling 
this over-drapery, one of his smart- 
est creations along this line being 
now on display in St. Louis. A 
basic dress that can be worn to 


work is transferred into a stun- 
ning dinner type by the addition 
of its draped apron. 

As for certain hints of coming 
fashions, the artist has sketched a 
few to illustrate the trend of 
—*R* There were boleros a 
plenty in the collections but none 
quite eo striking as the ones with 
a dolman tendency. Note the big 
armholes of the bolero illustrated. 
This type is used more for after- 
noon and evening than for street 
but its appearance in wool as well 
as silk and synthetic shows that 
the designers like it. Big armholes 
were used for jackets and coats so 
the dolman theme is to be 
watched, Shoulders cut with a 
drooped line, making a sleeve only 
an epaulet also are indicative of 
the change in the cut of garments. 

The uneven hemline is a feature 
which has been discussed and gen- 
erally frowned upon by those who 
remember it from a previous fash- 
ion period. A hint of it appeared 
in the upswept front line of a 
ruffled skirt in Halpert’s summer 
collection. Another reminder in 
several collections came through 
the launching of draped scarfs or 
long sashes falling slightly below 


the hemline. 
| tine causes consternation it is 

nothing compared to a reminder 
about the long-waisted jumper of 
the “flapper” era, Pronounced evi- 
dence of the return of this was 
noted. True, the designers belt 
their jumpers and shape them to 
a slim waistline, but there is much 
similarity (too much, perhaps) in 
the modern version and the for- 
mer type. 

Along with the big armhole and 
suggested dolman treatment to 
blouses goes the wrapped silhou- 
ette. Three-quarter or shorter

Ask the de- 
signers and they tell you that 
there actually is no difference in 
the lengths for winter and for 
spring, but don’t let them kid you! 
Unless these tricksters change 
their minds, I'd be willing to bet 
my whole collection of Dache nets 
(pink, blue, red, green and laven- 
der) that there'll be less knee ex- 
posure by next autumn.
